(Gr. mesouranema). “Mesou- 
ranema,” here is the second 
heaven! 
The Third Heaven 

Paul tells us of celestial bod- 
ies. In speaking of these he re- 
fersto theglory ofthe sun, moon 
and stars. David said, The 
heavens declare the glory of 
God. The Lord told Abram to 
look toward heaven and num- 
ber the stars if he could do so. 
Jeremiah said that the host of 
heaven could not be numbered, 
neither the sand of the sea. This 
is enough to show that the 
third heaven from this earth 
is the place where the stars 
are located, which Paul calls 
celestial bodies. The Greek 
term for celestial is epourani- 
ous. The definition for epouran- 
ious is “above the sky, celestial, 
heaven.” Now let us look at this 


again. Ouranothen: first heav- 
en, rain. 

Mesoranema: second heavy- 
en, fowls. 

Kpouranious: third heaven, 
stars. 


If Paul was caught up to the 
third heaven in this order he 
only went as far as the stars. I 
am not persuaded that this was 
the case. We find that when 
Jesus ascended He went up far 
above all heavens. David ex- 
claimed, “O Lord our Lord, how 
excellent is thy name jin all the 
earth who hast set thy glory 
above the heavens.” 

The place called Heaven of 
heavens where the glory shines 
is far beyond the clouds, and 
the mid heaven where the fowls 
are, and even beyond all stars 
and planets, the third ethereal 
heaven. 

As the fowls fly in midst of 
heaven, it means not the first 
division or the third but the 
second or midst. Not one of 
these Greek words that applies 
to the ethereal heaven applies 
to the Heaven to which Paul 
visited and saw things that 
were not lawful for him _ to 
utter. The word for heaven 
where the glory dwells is 
“Ouranos.” Paul may have 
stopped at the first and second 
ouranos, but the Scriptures says 
that he went to the third 
ouranos. (heaven.) 

Oh how necessary that we be 
entire overeomers that we may 
inherit all things. Only those 
who have the Holy Ghost bap-
